Ontarians have been hoping and praying that more survivors would emerge from the collapsed Algo Mall in Elliot Lake. 

Today, we learned that the remaining structure has de-stabilized further. Authorities on the scene believe it has become 
extremely difficult to predict whether it may collapse. This puts search personnel in a terrible Catch 22: we all want to 
save lives, if possible — but we don't want to put rescuers at risk, either. 

Nevertheless, if there is any hope of finding survivors, that must be our priority. 

I have spoken to Emergency Measures Ontario and the Heavy Urban Search and Rescue Team and have asked them to 
explore every possible alternative. I will continue to work to pull in further expertise if possible, and continue working 
until every possible option has been exhausted. 

I believe we owe it to the families waiting for word of their loved ones to leave no stone unturned. We owe that to the 
community, who have endured sleepless nights worrying. Ontarians expect nothing less.
